BOOTS AND SHOES. 


An Old Legend of Home Is Enacted In 


Reality Right In the Midst of a Busy 
and Thriving Metropolis—People of 
Wealtli Nurse Their Servants. 
Emerson in hia essay upon "The Con- 


servative" relates a legend of tl»e Priai' 
Bernard in illustration of the truth that 
the best virtues are to be found in all 
conditions of society. If the story were 
merely an apologue with the essayist it 
has, I am glad to record, lately become 
a fact. 


This is the tradition: " 
"The Father Bernard lamented inhij 


cell on Mount Cenis the crimes of man- 
kind, and'rising one morning before day 
from his bed of moss and dry leaves he 
gnawed his roots and berries, drank of 
the spring and set forth to go to Borne 
to reform the corruption of mankind. 
On his way he encountered many trav- 
elers, who greeted him courteously, and 
the cabins of the peasants and the castles 
of the lords supplied his few wants. 
When lie-came at last to Borne his piety 
and good will easily introduced him. to 
many families of the rich, and on the 
first day he saw and talked with gentle 
mothers, with their babes at 
their 


breasts, who told him how much love 
they bore their children, and how they 
were perplexed in their daily walk lest 
they should fail in their duty toward 
them. 


EMERSON'S STOEY. 
" 'What!' he said, 'and this on rich 


embroidered carpets, on marble floors, 
with cunning sculpture, and carved 
woods, and rich pictures and piles of 
books around you?' 
" 'Look at our pictures and books,' 


they said, 'and we will tell you, good 
father, how we spent the last evening. 
These are stories of godly children and 
holy families, and romantic sacrifices 
made in old and recent times by great 
and not mean persons, and last evening 
our family was collected, and our hus- 
bands and brothers discourse/1, sadly on 
what wo could save and give in the hard 
times.' 


"Then came in the men, and they 


said: 'What cheer, brother? Does thy 
convent want gifts?' 


"Then the friar went home swiftly 


with other thoughts than he brought, 
saying: 'This way of life is wrong, yet 
these Romans, whom I prayed God to 
destroy, are lovers; they are lovers. 
What can I do?' " 


And this is the fact as a friend re- 


lates it: 


"I called last night upon my friend in 


Fifth avenue. His house is stately and 
magnificent. It abounds with every de 
vice of luxury. If not tasteful it is rich. 
If not elegant it is profuse in splendor. 
While I sat garing around me at the 
mirrors and carpets and curtains and 
costly furniture my friend entered and 
cordially welcomed me. 
" 'Where have you been so long?' said 


I. 'It imist be many weeks since I have 
seen you.' 
" 'You know," he answered, 'that we 


were absent upon a visit to Cousin 
Charles for some time, and upon our re- 
turn the doctor told us that two of the 
servants lay ill with the ship fever, and 
that the children must be sent away im- 
mediately. So we sent them to their 
grandfather's, near Albany, and my wife 
and I remained to take care of the serv- 
ants.' 


EXPOSED TO DISEASE. 
" 'Did you kpow what a terrible dis- 


ease it was?' 
" 'Yes, the doctor earned us. But we 


could not leave them when we knew 
how critical was the situation. It was 
hard to part with the children, and they 
cried bitterly at going, knowing to what 
dangers we were exposed.' 
" 'And I know,' answered I, 'for I have 


had the ship fever, and for two wee>s 
lay utterly senseless, like one dead.' 
" 'Both of the servants,' continued my 


friend, 'were delirious for two 'weeks be- 
fore they died, which increased our care. 
It is a very dreadful disease, and very 
hardly it bore on my -\yife. But there 
was no one to assist ty3. All the othei 
servants left, and we>eould get no nurses. 
We took all possible precautions. The 
beds were placed in the middle of the 
two largest rooms, and by opening the 
folding doors -we could throw them, witb 
the smaller one between, into one large 
room. Tliere is a passage from the ceil- 
ing of the middle room directly to the 
skylight in the roof, and by opening that 
and dropping the upper sashes of the 
windows of the room -we could ventilate 
the rooms perfectly.' 
" 'I see,' said I, 'and they died?' 
" 'They both died, and we buriedithem 
in the Catholic cemetery.' 


"'Why,' thought I, glancing afc the 


painted walls and glittering chandeliers, 
'the sumptuous Vendome and thesqnaBd 
Tenderloin precinct do not offer a more 
instructive contrast than this single 
hearted heroism in the midst of this re- 
gal splendor!'"

WHAT THE CENSUS KEVEALS. 


Superintendent Pottur of the Census

correspondent

Chicago Eeruld some of the thicgs reieiled 
by the c JDSU-I, o e of wbioh \a thitt the 
peoplo are 1-jnvio^ tb > country an.l going 
to the cities, ami another is that native 
American woman are tit-creasing year by 
year as mothers of children. 
Thf> large 


families 
in the 
United 
Slates, 
uud 


especially in New Eoglaud, are those in 
which the mothers are of foreign birth. 
This Mr. Porter attributes to the tendency 
to live in cities, where the birth rate is 
notoriously low, especially among the well 
t>do. 


The cities are growing at the expense of 


the 
country. 
In 
Massachusetts, for 


instance, (ally 70 par oeat. of the people 
live in cities, lo 1790 twenty-nine people 
out of every thirty in the United States 
lived in the country. In 1820 only one 
man out of every twenty lived in {towns or 
villages. 
In I860 oue man in sis was 


livius in the cities. Ten years later one 
man in every five lived in the cities, and 
now, oat of every ten men, women and 
children in the United States, three of 
these are living in cities or villages, The 
change is astounding and the tendency 
seems to be increasing the city population 
right along. 


The causes assigned by Superintendent 


Porter for the change from country to city 
life is that the people want life for their 
brains. They like the society of their 
fellow-men, and the tendency of modern 
civilization is combination. The success 
that men who go from the country have in 
big commercial enterprises, in manufac- 
tures and iu public affairs of the city 
tempts tbeir fellows to leave their farms, 
and the result is as stated. 


There are other causes 
than 
these 


assigned by Mr. Porter for the change, 
the principal one of which is Ifgislation 
which has encouraged the growth of cities 
at the expense of the country. 
Though 


the farmers to-day, few as they are com- 
paratively, produce the great bnlk of ex- 
ports and save the country from being 
mortgaged to Europe, few of them get rich 
and the majority of them in the Western 
States, which produce tha wheat, corn nod 
bacon that keeps the balance of trade in 
our favor, ore mortgaged for all they are 
worth, while people engaged in industries 
favored by legislation, become wealthy. 
Under such circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that Jerry Simpsons have left the 
plow to take the stomp, in fact the only 
Rtrange thing about the matter is that the 
formers have borne the burden imposed 
upon them so patiently.

an Invitation to Visit ISevnda.

HAH JOSE, April 29.—The Pre uleutial 


purty arrived here at 4 o'clcck this uft-r- 
noon. 
A National ralute was fired and the 


Urge crowd which was gathered at the 
station cheered lustily. The visitors were 
eieorted to the hotel Vendome where en 
aldresa of welcome was made by Mayor 
Rucker and responded to by the President. 
A street parade followed and visits were 
made to the High School, Normal School, 
Notre Dame Convent and other educa- 
tional institutions. 
Buildings along the 


route were handsomely decorated and the 
President and ladies received beautiful 
floral tributes. This morning the Presi- 
dent r«09ived a cordial invilation from the 
Governor of Nevada to visit that Stnte, but 
was compelled to decline beoimse of the 
impossibility at this time of changing the 
schedule already agreed upon. 


DEL MONTE, April 29.—The Presidential 


party arrived at Del Monte ahoitly after 7 
o'clock this evening. 
At the request of 


the President bis arrival was devoid of 
ceremony in order that Mrs. Harrison and 
the other ladies of the party be allowed 
time for rest and preparation for to-mor- 
row's programme.

THE NEW 
SCHOOL 


The text of the new law relative to the 


election of School Trustees is printed in 
this issue of the JOURNAL. Lawyers say 
the Legislature must have been helplessly 
hypnotized when it passed the Act. 
Oue 


section says an election shall be held in 
each school district in the State on the 
fourth Monday in May, 1892, while another 
as imperatively declares that in counties 
having a certain voting population an elec- 
tion for School Trustees shall be heli ou 
the fourth Monday in May, 1891, and every 
two years thereafter. As both claims are 
mandatory and one conflicts with the other 
it remains for the courts to say what they 
think the law-makers mean'. 


Another clause of the Ait provides that at 


fie election to be held in May 1894, there 
shall be elected in each School District, 
' having a voting population of 1,500 or o\ ex 
at the last general election, two Trastees 
for four years, and one for two years 
and

January 


1895, and those elected to serve two years 
shall take office ou the first Monday in Jan- 
uary, 1893. In 
plain English School

The Act, too, it will be observed, wholly 


nnd utterly ignores the Secret Ballot law, 
whicU makes it the duty of the County 
C erk to provide printed ballots for every 
election for public offices in which any 
voters wit; in tha county participate. 


Taken altogether the Act is a curiosity 


and it would be interesting to know the 
mental condition of the bosses who "in- 
fluenced " the majority of the solous when 
they passed it. 


The object of the Act was doubtless to 


separate school elections from political 
elections, but the Legislature mixed and 
muddled the matter until it is simply 
ridiculous.

mpulation at the lust preceding general 
lection of fifteen hundred or ovtr, one 
Trustee shall be elected to serve two years 
and two to serve four years. The Trustees 
lected to serve two years shall take office 
jn the first Monday in January, A. D. 
.803, and serve until the first Monday in 
Jnly, 1894, and the Trustees elected to 
servo four years shall take office on the 
first Monday in Jnmiary, 189D, and eerve 
until the first Monday in July, 1896. 
At 


,he election lo'b«4ield in May, 1894, there 
shall be elected in each School District 
one Trustee to serve two years, .and one 
to serve four yeats; provided, however, 
that in all districts having a voting popula- 
tion of fifteen hundred or over at the last 
general election, two Trustees shall bo 
elected for four years, and one for two 
years, and the Trustees elected to nerve 
four years shall take office on the first 
Monday in January, 1895, and serve until 
the first Monday in Jnly, 1899, and those 
chosen to serve two years shall take office 
on the first Monday in January, 1893, and 
serve until the first Monday in July 1895. 


SEC. 2. At the school election to be 


held the fourth Monday in May, 1896, and 
every two years thereafter, there shall be 
elected one Trustee to serve four years, and 
one Trustee to serve two years; provided, 
however, that|in School Districts having a 
voting pipnlation of fiftsen hundred or 
over at tbo last general election, there shall 
be elected two Trustees to serve four years 
and one to serve two years, and said Trus- 
tees shall take their office on the first Mon- 
day in Jnly next succeeding their election, 
and,bold until their successors are elected 
or appointed; provided, that in all counties 
having a voting population, at the last 
general election, of more than seven hun- 
dred and seventy-five; and not exceeding 
seven hundred and ninety, there shall be 
an election'of School Trustees held on the 
fourth Monday in May, A. D. 16J1, and 
every tvro years thereafter. There shall be 
elected at such election two Trustees to 
serve two years and one Trostee to serve 
four years, and at each election thereafter 
there shall be elected one Trustee to e«rve 
two years and one Trustee to serve four 
years. They shall take their office on the 
first Monday in July next succeeding their 
election. 


SEO. 3. In all cases where Trustees are 


not elected ^as 'provided in this Act, the 
County Superintendent of Schools shall fill 
vacancies by appointment. 


SEC. 4. 
All Judges and Inspectors of 


Election shall be appointed by the School 
Board in each district, and said Election 
Board shall issue certificates of election to 
those receiving the greatest number of 
votes cast in any election held under the 
provisions of this Act. 


SEC. 5. Not less than ten days before 


the special election held under sections 
one and two of this Act, the Trustees in 
each district shall post notices in three 
public places in the district, which notice 
shall specify that there will be an election 
held at the school house of such district 
and the hours between whtoh the polls 
shall be kept open. 
If, within five days of 


such election, the Trustees of any district 
shall have failed to post the notices re- 
quired by this section, then any three elec- 
tors of tho district may give notice of such 
election, which notices shall be sufficient 
lor the election required by this Act. 


SEC. 
The voting shall be by ballot, 


either written or printed, and when two or 
more Trustees are to be elected for different 
terms, the ballot shall designate such term 
as long term and short term, respectively. 


SEC. 7. Any person offering to vote may 


be challenged by any elector of the district, 
and the Judges of election must thereupon 
administer to the person challenged an 
oath in substance as follows: You do swear 
that yon are a citizen of the United States; 
that yon are twenty-one years of age; that 
you have resided in, this county thirty 
days, and in this School District thirty 
days next preceding this election, and that 
you have not before voted this day. If he 
takes the oath prescribed in this section 
his vote must be received, otherwise his 
vote mast be rejected. Illegally voting 
under this Act shall be punished the same 
as the law now provides for punishing 
offenses of this character. 


SEC, 8. The Trustees must appoint the 


Inspectors and Judges of Election, and 
such other officers aa may bo necessary. 
If none are so appointed, or if they are not 
present at the time of opening the polls, 
the electors present may appoint them. 
Any such officers so appointed shall serve 
without compensation.

I have 
no cold water to throw on it, It deals with 
the country, I wilh the town. While it 
furnishes rural produce, I seek to make it 
a paying market. Each benefits the other. 
It ia a miracle how the denizens of a town, 
aaid to be a smart, public spirited com- 
munity, for twenty-three years have dwelt 
by the side, eh, on both sides, of a river 
that has been singing, in a gentle mono- 
tone in late Summer and Fall, and in 
thunder tones the rest of the year, "Here 
ia a mine of ever-ending wealth and pros- 
perity to tbee," should never have heard, 
or never have heeded, this xefraiu of the 
river. It has been proined in an universal 
language that every ear, learned in polite 
and barbaric tongues, can understand, yet 
the river with its song sweeps by, and the 
denizen on its banks sings, "It is bard 
times and nothing to do." Wake up Beno! 
Wake up Washoe! Bub your eyes and 
listen to the lay of theTrockee, and under- 
stand the bong it has dinged in your ears 
day and night since 1868. 


THE BONO OF THE TEUCKEE. 


It has been saying, "Organize! organize! 


organizs!" and build a V flume from Reno 
to its mountain sources, and bring to your 
vallpy the wealth of peak and gorge, at a 
nominal cost, that shall make your city the 
lumber mart of the "Great Basin;" that 
shall furnish your town and all its accessi- 
ble markets wilh cord wood at $2 per cord, 
with a generous royalty to the builders of 
the flume. Build a V flume large enough 
and strong to float wood, lumber and saw- 
logs to your lown from the mountains, 
with feeders there from each connecting 
stream, and you will lay the basis of man- 
ufactures, mechanical works and a market 
that will support a city ot 60,000 people, 
instead of less than 5,000, that now wring 
their hands and groan over dull times, and 
it will furnish a market then for every 
pound of produce that can be raised on all 
the increased acreage that reservoirs and 
canals can bring into cultivation. 


1HS COST OP A FLUME. 


Can it be done ? A V flume built along 


the banks of the Trnckee river, just above 
high wator, with feeders and replenishes, 
can be constructed to Lake Tnhoe and 
Donner lake and other sources that would 
transport, the Sierra Nevada mountains, 
with all its forest growth, at the rate of 8 
to 10 miles i»n hour, to Reno. 
Such a 


flume, with a sawmill at its head, could be 
constructed at a cost less than $2,600 per 
mile that would float at a profit a cord of 
wood at 15 cents; 1,000 feet of lumber at 
25 cents, and sawlogs at leas figures. 


The writer knows whereof he speaks by 


an experience in building such flames of 
years back, and the cost of operating the 
same. Patient examination will develop 
the tiuth of the cost, and the economy oJ 
the operation,

Twine from Marsh Gran, 


A St, P»ul (Minn.) special says that 


through the efforts of an inventor 
of Iowa articles which can be manu- 
factured from common slough grass are 
attracting considerable attention. The 
farmers of the northwest have been pay- 
ing largo prices for binding twine, and 
it is this fact probably which started 
George Lowry to investigate the uses 
to which common marsh grass could be 
put. 
He has made several inventions 


which are an assured success, The bind- 
ing twiue made by his method is strong, 
durable, and, above all, cheap. While 
the material from which ordinary bind- 
ing twine is made costs from $120 to 
$180 per ton, slough grass costs from $3 
to $o a ton, and the cost of making the 
twine from either material is about the 
same. A company has been organized 
for tho manufacture of this twine. 


The company will also make cordage 


of all kinds, bagging and matting from 
marsh grass. Marsh grass makes good 
rope in any size, and formed into small 
twino it can readily be woven into coarse 
cloth of great strength, which can be 
put to a variety of uses. The cotton 
planters of the United States annually 
raise about 7,000,000 bales of cotton, 
which require about 60,000,000 yards of 
bagging. The jute bagging costs about 
eight cents a yard. The grass twine bag- 
ging can be made at about one cent a 
yard less.—New York Tribune. 


Wliy Not Try Clliimols? 


"I clean my eyeglasses these days 


with a ten dollar note," said a well 
known citizen tho other day, with a 
smile, as he began to rub his spectacles 
with a bill. "It cleans the glass and 
doesn't hurt the money. A one dollar 
bill would answer the purpose as well 
as a note for a hundred, but in this case 
I happened to have the ten and used it.
